Response to Arguments 

2. The cancellation of claims 7, 9, 30-33, 40 and 56 is noted. The cancellation of there 
claims renders moot the previous objection/35 USC 1 12, 1 st paragraph rejection of these claims. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see page 9 of Applicant's Remarks, filed 07/23/09, with respect 
to 35 USC 101 rejection of claims 1-7 and 58 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The 35 USC 101 rejection of these claims has been withdrawn since the claims have been 
rewritten into "computer-readable medium" form which now recite statutory subject as seen by 
the current practices and procedures of the Office. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-6, 35-39, 44, 45, 55, 58 and 59 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:. 

In reference to claims 1, 35, 44 and 55, the prior art of record does not explicitly disclose 
one or more computer-storage media comprising instructions stored thereon, a system or an 
apparatus which splits a scene into one or more coherent layers, propagates boundaries of the 
coherent layers, renders the coherent layers with a corresponding background layer to display a 
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virtual view of the scene and wherein the background layer is provided by combining a plurality 
of under-segmented regions in combination with the further limitations of claims 9, 35, 44 and 
55 respectively. 

In reference to claims 2-6, 36-39, 45, 58 and 59, these claims depend upon claims 1, 35 
and 44 and are therefore also deemed allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
